The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Dalebout (US Pat. No. 5,637,059) discloses an exercise bench with 

dumbbell supports comprising a base with distal ends, cross supports, and an 

elongated rectangular tray. 

Chesley (US Pat. No. 3,132,609) discloses a support structure comprising 

a base with distal ends, cross supports, and an elongated rectangular tray with 

raised edges extending from each side, and connection elements that 

interconnect the base and the tray. 

The prior art of record fails to teach a barbell/dumbbell support device 

comprising a base with distal ends, cross supports, connection elements, an 
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elongated rectangular tray with raised edges extending from each side, and 
particularly flat support surfaces having edges and extending along the raised 
edges of the lengthwise sides of the tray. This structure or the combination 
thereof is neither taught nor made obvious by the prior art.
